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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 99-163 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

3. Claim 99 has been analyzed as a representative claim of all independent claims. 

4. Claim 99 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. See MPEP 

§ 2172.01 . The omitted step is a process which that correlates the function code sent to the 
central processing unit to the fimds transfer process. The claim recites authorizing the desired 
funds transfer without regards to the function code. Without an intervening step that correlates to 
the funds transfer one cannot ascertain on what basis the desired funds transfer is authorized. 

5. It is suggested that a process step which recites that the central processing unit determines 
the funds amount and the destination account based upon the fimction code received from the 
wireless device. 

6. Along the same line of reasoning the claim fails to specify the identification of the 
destination account where the fiinds are transferred to. This deficiency renders the claimed 
process vague and unclear as how the fimds transfer can be completed without specifying (or 
determining) the destination account identification. 
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7. Note that this deficiency is generic to all independent claims which recite different 
embodiments of the fiinds transfer process based upon the input parameters sent to a processing 
unit. 

Oath/Declaration 

8. The Oath is defective due to the following reason. 

9. The reissue application is a division of application 09/990,327 (Now reissued patent No. 
RE39,736). Claims 99-163 are presented in the application. Since this application is a reissue of 
the original patent 5991749, the applicant must point out the differences of the newly presented 
claims from the original claims (See MPEP 1414). The Oath only states that the new claims 
included in this application are "not so limited" without clearly pointing out how the newly 
presented claims are distinguished from the original claims. The claims are accordingly rejected 
under 35 USC 251 due to defective oath . It is suggested a corrected oath be filed with the 
response to overcome this rejection. 

Explanation of Support in the Disclosure of the new 
claims lacking 

10. The explanation of support for the newly added claims is not provided. The "REMARKS" 
section fails to provide explanation for support in the disclosure for the newly added claims. The 
applicant needs to map out each limitation of each claim and show where in the patent the 
limitation is supported. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 99-163 are allowed subject to correction of aforementioned deficiencies.
